JULIUS ROSENBERG, convicted espionage agent. He resides at

Mr. MEIER expressed a desire to cooperate and 
he was thanked for the information made available. It is to

nor was the publication listed in the SeptefRber, '1954, 
V/ashington telephone directory. MICHAEL STRAT GHT , according 
to the latter, resides at 6300 Greensoring Road, Alexandria, 
Virginia. His wife, Dr. BFXINDA STRAXGlOl is also listed 
at this address. 


The files of this office, in connection v/ith a 
previous investigation of STRAIGHT, reflect that in an \ 
article appearing in the”Saturday Evening Post” of 2/15/41 
entitled, "Muddled Millions, Capitalistic Angels of Left- 
Wing Propaganda,” by BSKJA^'^IN ST OL BERG, he states that the 
two magazines which have given the most aid and prestige 
to the Communists in this country are the two .leading 
professional journals, ”Tlie^Na;^Qn” and "The Kev/ Republic”. 
Ke then states 'that the ”New Republic” from 1935 until 
the Russo-German Pact was merely a "liberal” echo of the 
"New Masses.” It was founded in 1914^.1>y Ji^EBTiRIL-GRDLy with 
money provided by Mr, and Mrs. VvILLaRj th, STRAIGHT . 

VVILLAR’D STRAIGHT had been in dipolmatic service in the Far 
East. Later he represented the Morgan, Karriman and 
Standard Oil interests in China. On his return from the 
Orient he married D OROTHY WHITNE Y, whose father, WILLIAM ^

Concerning NJCHAEL STRAIGHT, an anonymous source 
of this office in 1941 reported that the name of MICHAEL 
STRAIGHT appeared on the active indices of the American 
Peace Mobilization and' The Spanish Refugee Relief Connnittee, 
The Bureau in a letter dated 3/9/42 /in the STRAIGHT case, 
furnished informtion reportedly received from a highly 
reliable and confidential outside source. It was stated 
that accordinr: to the source, MIGKATX VRIITKEY l^TRAIGHT 
at one time was an ardent supporter of the C? in England 
and was in close touch with H .aRR Y POLL X T , engaging, in 
active work for the CP under cover from the Cambridge 
University Internationalism Party, It was also stated by 
the source that STRAIGHT made several visits to the USSR.

CH/'BRAK formerly worked in the Sales Department of 
Weston and Mr, ANTHONY hired him to be the sales manager of 
their company. Since he hired him he has endeavored to play 
the "Big Shot^^and to try and run the company himself.
